Professor  Valeria  L.  Bologa  is  an  outstanding  fifore*  la 

addition  to  his  extensive  erudlteaess,  his  great  selentlfle  Integrity, 
and  to  his  passion  for  his  specialty,  the  hlstozy  of  aediolae,  be 
adds  high  Moral  •qualities  and  a  large  htauaist  spirit*  Professor  V* 

L*  Bologa  has  not  only  studied  aedieal  huaanlaa,  but  has  praotieed 
it  bhrou^out  his  life*  For  his  students  at  the  Institute  of  Nedleine 
and  Phansacy  of  Cluj,  for  his  oolleotive,  for  his  colleagues  in  the 
departaent  of^aedi  sal  history  in  Roaania  and  for  all  resoarchars 
In  this  field,  he  inapiree  today,  on  his  70th  blrthdsy,  sU  ths  host 
that  tha  vord  “teacher**  connotes. 

Professor  V*  I>*  Bologs’s  tesehing  career  has  lastad  for  four 
deoadee.  He  began  hia  study  of  natural  scienees  in  lena,  then, 
nedleine  in  Vienna  t  after  an  interruption  during  the  First  World  Wkr, 
he  received  his  doetorste  at  ths  niculty  of  Medicine  of  Cluj*  In 
1921  during  s  reorgsnlr-stlon  of  this  faculty  when  Professor  Jules 
Oulart  of  7^fon  was  called  on  to  set  up  s  departnent  of  nodical  hlstozy, 
V*  L«  Bologa  becane  his  assistant;  in  192?  he  became  a  readar  in  tha 
hlstozy  of  aodlolne:  when  Professor  J*  Oulart  laft,  in  1932,  ha 
bccane  aaalirtant  professor  (profssor  sgregst)  and  in  1937  hs  vaa  ths 
titular  profassor  of  the  history  of  ne^elno*  Only  though  hia 
tireless  work  and  sf forts  to  got  results,  s  dlffioult  task  das  to  the 
indifferenee  of  ths  bourgeois  regino,  was  teaching  of  the  history 
of  nediclns  oontinued  in  our  oountry,  the  departnent  of  Cluj  being 
the  only  one  vhloh  functioned  without  interruption  up  until  the 
edueational  rofom  of  1948*  Ho  directed  hundreds  of  doetoral  theses 
and  papers  for  dlplosuis  on  ths  subject  of  nodlosl  history,  ho  founded 
in  addition  to  the  departnent  s  good  speoialiaed  llbrazy,  s  nuseun 
eoUeetion,  s  photographlo  srohlvo,  s  biographio  arohivo  vlth  thousands 
of  record  oards,  ate.  Pz«fosaer  V.  L.  Bologa  took  paisa  to  raise  the 
proatigo  of  teaching  the  history  of  nodielno,  looked  upon  in  ths 
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pA«t  Af  A  miner  dlselplinA}  he  ebovAd  its  IdeolocioAl  laq>ortAnoe  la 
the  feimAtien  of  eoeurete  medlcAl  thinking  tnd  In  the  oempletlon  of 
the  generel  culture  of  the  etudents.  His  oourees  were  enjoyed  very 
muOh  by  the  students,  and  the  public  appreolAted  him  greetly  ee  An 
eutitanding  lecturer. 

In  1948  when  depertaents  of  aedioAl  history  WAse  eetabUihed  At 
All  medloAl  end  phAreAceutloAl  Institutes  In  the  country,  Professor 
V.  L.  Bologs  contributed  to  the  new  tesehlng  direction  Along  the  line 
of  the  dlAleotle  nAterlAllam  concept  end  helped  pAsslonAtely  to  form 
the  new  didsctlo  cAdres. 

It  must  be  mentioned  thet  Professor  V.  L.  Bologs  fought 
oonstsntly  for  friendship  between  the  various  nAtionalltles  of  rrsns- 
ylvanla. 

The  selentifle  works  of  Professor  V.  L.  Bologs  number  to 
present  over  500  titles t  wAnuals,  nonographs,  studies,  articles, 
oonmunioatlons  tc  selentifle  oongresses  and  societies,  popular  writ* 
ings,  eto*  His  worics  bane  brought  slgnlf leant  oontributions  to  the 
knowledge  of  medicine  of  Transylvania,  showing  the  Importance  cf 
Rumanlan-Transylvanlan  doctors  In  the  history  of  our  medlolne;  among 
these  he  revealed  for  the  first  time  the  medloal  personality  of  loan 
Pluarlu-Molnar.  Rls  study  "The  Beginnings  of  Sdentlflo  Rumanian 
Medicine”  gives  the  first  synthesis  of  the  developaental  lines  of 
our  medlolne*  Of  particular  Interest  are  the  studies  of  V.  L*  Bologa 
on  the  rudiments  of  medicine  In  Daola.  Likewise,  he  chides  affeotlm* 
Ately»  the  study  of  a  popular  medicine  and  of  medoal  folklore, 
showing  Its  valuable  eloaents}  In  numbeous  artioles  and  conferences, 
he  points  out  dangerous  superstitions  and  habits. 

Maintaining  even  in  1937  medloal-hlstorloal  oonneotlons  in 
Moscow  and  Kiev,  Professor  V*  L.  Bologe  studied  the  Rumanian-Ruseian 
medical  trlatlons,  ssiphaaleing  these  In  the  development  of  the  health 
and  madlcal  organisations  In  our  oountry. 

Another  side  of  the  eolentlflo  ectivities  of  Professor 
V*  L*  Bologa  oomprlsea  the  problems  of  medical  ethics,  of  orientation, 
a^  of  the  philosophy  of  medicine. 

As  President  of  the  Society  of  Medical  History  and  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  tl.  S*  S.  M. ,  Professor  V.  L.  Bologa 
stimulated  the  development  of  studies  on  the  past  history  of  madiolne 
in  our  oountry  and  helped  the  sections  of  the  U.  S.  S«  M.  bran^es. 

He  Is  e  member  of  smmy  learned  societies  abroad  and  has  suoeessfully 
represented  for  many  years  Rumanian  historiography  ot  the  Sstematlonal 
Congresses  of  the  History  of  Medlolne  In  Madrid,  Athene,  Warsaw,  and 
at  the  Congress  of  the  History  of  Soience  In  Moscow.  Professor  V.  L. 
Bologa  enjoys  the  esteem  and  appreciation  of  the  outstanding  oon- 
tsnperary  medloal  historians,  both  in  the  V.  S.  S.  R.,  and  other 
soolalist  oountries  and  In  all  eountries. 

A  ohas^ion  of  Rumnian*Sovlet  friendship,  he  is  a  constant 
aotlvlat  in  ^e  struggle  for  peaoe*
